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Tests show toxic algae in 
Belleville, Ford Lakes 


Just after noon on Friday, Van Buren 
Township was informed by the county 
and state that tests have confirmed that 
cyanobacteria, also known as blue-green 
algae, has been found on Belleville and 
Ford lakes. 

People and pets were advised not to 
drink or go in the water where the algae 
is present. The algae has the appearance of 
spilled green paint or a light green sheen 
on the water. 

Just two weeks earlier, people were 
advised because of chemical contamination 
not to eat the fish caught in Belleville and 
Ford lakes and anywhere along the whole 
length of the Huron River that empties into 
Lake Erie. And, before that the beach at 
Van Buren Park was closed due to high e. 
coli levels in the water. 

Cyanobacteria is a bacteria that is 
natural and common in many lakes. 
When conditions are right, such as plenty 
of nutrients, water temperatures, a lot of 
sunlight, and relatively calm conditions, 
the cyanobacteria can bloom. 

These bacteria can produce toxins, called 
cyanotoxins, that can make humans and 
pets sick when swallowed. 

A lake resident noticed what appeared 
to be light green scums of algae on 
Belleville Lake and reported it to the 
MI-TOXINS and Health Hotline. The 
Michigan Department of Environmental 
Quality (MDEQ) collected samples Sept. 
12 near the Belleville DNR Boat Launch, 
where microcystin toxins were detected at 
elevated levels. On the same day, samples 
were taken from the middle of the lake and 
these were also positive for the toxin at a 
lower concentration. 

Two tests that were positive were also 
taken in Ford Lake on Sept. 12. 

The State of Michigan and Wayne County 
health departments have advised that 
people and their pets should avoid areas of 
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the water that have scums, water that looks 
like spilled paint, or water that looks green. 
Unless the bloom covers a large portion of 
the lake, people can limit their exposure by 
using an unaffected part of the lake. 

The positive tests were located on a small 
section of Belleville Lake, but everyone 
should be on the lookout for signs of the 
algae before entering the water or allowing 
pets in the lake. The appearance of algae

Sumpter Twp. solves 
treasury problem by 
Friday deadline

Last Friday at 4 p.m. was the absolute 
deadline for problems to be solved in the 
Sumpter Township Treasurer’s department 
and the finances were in such good shape 
by then, the Financial Director could head 
off to a convention on Monday without a 
worry. 

There were checks totaling some $700,000 
in escrowed mortgage money sent to the 
township from a bank to pay property taxes 
for hundreds of residents and this needed 
to be credited to their accounts. 

It was found in a FedEx envelope on 
the desk of former Deputy Treasurer Janet 
Hoffman and she had signed for it on the 
last day of her employment. 

When Hoffman left with four days notice 
and a brand-new deputy was appointed 
and then fired, the department was turned 
upside down with lots of work to do. 

If the taxes weren’t marked paid for 
homeowners by Friday at 4 p.m., there 
would be penalties applied to the taxes. 

At the Sept. 11 work/study session of

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City planners set up sub-committee 
to look at roof dining downtown

The Belleville Planning Commission 
talked for more than an hour at its Sept. 13 
meeting about future projects and then set 
up two sub-committees to concentrate on 
two issues presented. 

Reportedly Egan’s Pub on Main Street 
has said it would like to have a dining area 
on its roof and so a sub-committee was set 
up to look into the city’s outdoor dining 
and seating ordinance. 

The sub-committee is made up of Mike 
Hawkins, Becky Hasen and Kelly Bates. 

City Manager Diana Kollmeyer said that 
the city currently has two ordinances for 
outdoor dining next to the building only, 
a minor ordinance with no liquor and a 
major ordinance with liquor. 

Bates said they should talk to Egan’s on 
what they would like to see. 

A second sub-committee was set up to 
study the B-2 business zoning district in the 
downtown. Serving on that sub-committee 
will be Mike Renaud, Randy Priest, and 
possibly Henry Kurczewski, who was not 
present but will be asked. 

At the beginning of the meeting, Renaud 
said they need to look at the use and basis 
for selecting businesses for the downtown. 
There is a vague interpretation of what was 
office and what was retail. 

He said before the next build-up comes 
along in the city -- possibly at Third and 
Main -- they need to focus on B-2 zoning. 

Hawkins said they need to beef up their 
definitions. He said the entire section that 
borders the lake along Main has no rear 
access for parking because of the lake. 

He said maybe there should be a 
waterfront district. Perhaps they should 
research having a new zone. 

Commission chairman Steve Jones they 
would need to find out what process would 
be needed to add a new zone. 

Jones said maybe they should look at the 
amount of signage some places have on the 
lakeside, referring to Hayward’s. 

Building Official Rick Rutherford said a 
lot of Hayward’s signage is below the 655 
line and Jones said that would be in Van 
Buren Township’s jurisdiction. 

“A sign is a sign,” said John Juriga. 

This would come up in a “border-lake” 
district discussion, Jones said. 

The commission decided to focus on the 
outdoor dining and B-2 ordinance with the 
two sub-committees, but other issues were 
proposed for future sub-committees. 

One was murals. Renaud said that Reg 
Ion has been writing on Facebook about 
getting a mural for the Kassab building that 
now is an orange wall. 

He said outsiders from Van Buren 


Township are discussing Belleville issues 
and they don’t know what they are talking 
about. 

Jones said Detroit had allowed murals 
because they thought that was better than 
looking at dilapidated buildings. Now there 
is a big dispute in Detroit on public art. 

Priest said in May he brought up the 
problem of the city not having an ordinance 
officer and Jones said an ordinance officer 
is not something the planning commission 
has responsibility for. 

Priest said they want to make the city 
walkable and so they need sidewalks where 
there are none now. 

“I see Rick every day on the job, working 
on the library,” Juriga said. “It takes a lot 
of his time.” 

Jones suggested commissioners make a 
list of ordinance violations that could be 
addressed when there is time. 

“I pay a couple hundred dollars a year in 
taxes,” Priest said. “I should just park my 
boat in my driveway like everyone else.” 

“The city said they can’t afford an 
ordinance officer,” Jones said. “A lot of 
people don’t know what the rules are. 
When somebody moves in, we don’t hand 
everyone a list of the rules.” 

Jones said to give a list of violations to 
Rutherford or Kollmeyer. 

Kollmeyer said there are three to four 
members of this board that are in city hall 
several times a week, so concerns could 
be reported. She said Rutherford is at the 
library four hours a day, these days. 

Jones said the city council has what they 
call a “follow-up list” and violations could 
be a “quasi follow-up list.” 

“We all know Kassab’s property is an 
issue,” Jones said. 

Dumpster enclosures were discussed and 
boat parking as ongoing issues. 

Jones said both townships want to have 
continued meetings with each other and 
the city, but there was no time during the 
summer. 

“We could start that up again,” Jones 
said. “Both planning commissions voiced a 
desire to have more joint meetings.” 

Rutherford said the city cannot put in 
sidewalks wherever it wants. 

“I don’t want to talk about Northville or 
Saline like we want to be like,” Priest said. 
“This is like a podunk if everything’s cut 
up. It’s a basic thing for a civilized city. It’s 
not a fortune to put in a sidewalk.” 

“We can definitely put it on our list,” 
Jones said. 

Priest listed two addresses and Rutherford 
said the issue is way beyond putting in 
a sidewalk. He said that area is two feet 
below the road surface and drainage would

Girl named Egypt 


to have memorial 
at Quirk Park 


The Van Buren Township Board of 
Trustees unanimously approved Chuck 
Covington’s request to put a memorial for 
his late daughter Egypt at Quirk Park. 

At Monday’s work/study session and 
Tuesday’s regular meeting, Covington 
explained the memorial that would include 
three to five spring-blooming redbud trees, 
a bench or two, and a memorial with his 
daughter’s words on it: 

“So grateful for spring. Although nothing 
is permanent, we still must not forget to 
have faith the flowers will bloom again ... 
they always do. — A girl named Egypt.” 

Covington has retained a certified arborist 
from Davey Tree Service and the company 
will plant, fertilize, provide water bags, 
and maintain the trees. The project is at no 
cost to the township. 

The exact location of the memorial is 
yet to be determined since the township is 
working on a park master plan and it has to 
determine where the new waterpark will go 
in the spring. 

Covington had suggested a fall planting, 
but it probably will be held off until spring. 
Supervisor McNamara said they want to 
make sure they don’t put the memorial 
where the bulldozers have to go to put the 
water park. 

Egypt Covington was murdered June 
23, 2017 in her home on Hull Road and 
her killer has yet to be brought to justice. 
The memorial is to be a celebration of her 
vibrant life, not a place to mourn.

Belleville Mayor Kerreen Conley flew in 
from Berlin on Monday, just in time to chair 
the city council meeting. She said her lug- 
gage was still in Europe. 

After the council meeting, Mayor Conley 
said she was among 40,000 marathon run- 
ners in the Berlin Marathon and she was 
chosen through a lottery. 

She said she plans to run in each of the 
six major marathons. She already has run in 
Chicago, New York, and now Berlin. 

She plans to run in Boston, London in 
2019, and Tokyo in 2020. 

Belleville Fire Chief Brian Loranger re- 
ported at Monday’s city council meeting 
that the only way the fire department learned 
the railroad tracks were closed on Sumpter 
Road in the city last week was because Van 
Buren Township emergency dispatch told 
them. 

He said fire fighters were able to get a 
key so they could go through Village Park 
to Owen to get to the south side of the city 
while the tracks were closed. 

Councilman Tom Fielder said that under 
law the municipalities have no jurisdiction 
over the railroads. 

City Manager Diana Kollmeyer said the 
information on the track closing came from 
VBT dispatch and the city was not informed 
any other way by the railroad of its inten- 
tions. 

At Monday afternoon’s work/study session 
of the Van Buren Township Board of Trust- 
ees, Supervisor Kevin McNamara asked the 
Independent to give a message to the public. 

He said over the last 100 years, beautiful 
trees and bushes have been planted next to 
graves in the township cemeteries and they 
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grew and took over. He said if they are not 
pruned in the next 60 days, “We’ll do it for 
them.” 

He said he doesn’t want to destroy any- 
body’s gravesite, but after a tree has grown 
50 years it gets to be too big. 

“Bushes and trees are not allowed at the 
gravesites now and we have the right to 
prune,” said Clerk Leon Wright. 

Trustee Sherry Frazier said the society we 
live in now is a different society than 1850, 
when some of the graves were put in. She 
said in those days all families stayed togeth- 
er and were buried together. Now families 
are spread out all over and people may not 
be checking on the graves as much as in the 
past. 

My Belleville High School classmate from 
the class of 1954, Earlene Allen Cox, was 
talking with me at the All Class Reunion at 
the school on Saturday. She lives in Arizona 
now, so I don’t see her very often. 

Earlene, who is a registered nurse and 83 
years old, mentioned in passing that she just 
got her master’s degree. I was so impressed. 
She also is in charge of a large retirement 
center in Arizona, a big full-time job with a 
large salary. 

She said she researched and did her MS 
thesis on carrot juice. She said she got her 
inspiration from my story of drinking carrot 
juice when I was fighting breast cancer.

Thursday, Sept. 20 

7-10 p.m. — Eastbound I-94 will have the 
right lane closed at Belleville Road. 

Southbound Belleville Road will have the 
right lane closed, along with the ramp to 
eastbound I-94. 

10 p.m. — 5 a.m. — Eastbound I-94 will 
be closed and traffic diverted at Belleville 
Road. 

This is all part of the construction for the 
pedestrian walkway, a project of the Van 
Buren Township Downtown Development 
Authority. The DDA has $250,000 grants 
each from MDOT and the Southeast 
Michigan Council of Governments, along 
with engineering work by the county. 
The DDA also sold a bond for $2 million. 
Work is expected to be complete by mid-

“And, she should not touch township 
money.” 

[Winter has since been bonded.] 

LaPorte said he called the State 
Treasurer’s office about the situation 
and he said he was told Sumpter was not 
meeting its statutory duties and he should 
seek legal counsel. 

Attorney Young said whoever is treasurer 
has a $50,000 bond and the deputy treasurer 
has a bond of $150,000. 

“It’s the position that’s bonded, not the 
person,” Young said. 

Young said, “We can’t have the treasurer’s 
office open without a treasurer or deputy 
treasurer.” He said someone from the 
clerk’s office helping in the treasurer’s 
office is not appropriate. 

Clerk Hurst said she had her Deputy 
Clerk Dawn Hadyniak call the township’s 
insurance company and she was told there 
was an insurance to cover them temporarily. 

Young said the exception for coverage is 
theft and there is no coverage for missing 
money. 

Township Finance Director Scott 
Holtz said he took an internal audit and 
found that payments, daily balance, and 
reconciliations have not been done in a 
timely manner. 

He said his plan is that Cari Ford, from 
the township auditor’s office, will take on 
the bank receipts and he will do the training 
and daily balance. 

“Friday is the tax due date and everything 
will be done by then,” Holtz said. “Cari 
will have to do a stringent audit. She did 
the bank receipts before I came.” 

Holtz said he will do the bank 
reconciliation. The last balance was Aug. 
30, he said. 

Treasurer Morgan said her new deputy is 
Vernon Morse, who worked at Van Buren 
Township for 20 years, and, “He is honest. 
Today he balanced a couple more days.” 

She said because Morse is new to 
Sumpter, he will be trained. She said they 
had four days before Janet was gone. 

“I did the best I could with what I had and 
It didn’t work out,” Treasurer Morgan said. 

Attorney Young said he’s been asked 
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to look and see if there is an overage, 
received money and credit not made, daily 
balancing, stubs matched with receipts, and 
payments processed in a timely manner. 

Trustee Oddy said banks for mortgage 
companies sent checks and on Aug. 27, 
$732,000 in checks were received for 942 
residents and not credited. 

“That’s in the process of being taken care 
of,’ Treasurer Morgan repeated. 

“If they are not marked paid, interest and 
penalty will be charged,” Young said. 

Holtz said that is the law and the township 
can do nothing about it. 

“This is not a resident’s problem. It’s our 
problem,” Holtz stated. 

“Are you confident this will be done by 
Friday?” Young asked auditor Ford. 

“I believe Scott and I can handle this,” 
Ford said. 

“T sent an email to the entire board,” 
LaPorte said. 

Attorney Young said he just got the 
information from LaPorte the previous day 
and was busy with other matters and didn’t 
have time to check it out. 

“I have all the confidence in Cari and 
Scott to get this handled by 4 p.m. Friday,” 
Young said. 

Trustee Oddy asked Treasurer Morgan 
if she would accept the help of Deputy 
Supervisor Karen Armatis, who used to 
serve as deputy treasurer, and Treasurer 
Morgan replied, “They are handling it.” 

Young asked if Treasurer Morgan will be 
in the office when this is being handled and 
she said she would be. 

Trustee Oddy needled Treasurer Morgan 
again: “Are you going to pay out of your 
pocket” if there are penalties? Treasurer 
Morgan did not respond. 

At the end of the meeting, Treasurer 
Morgan made a statement: “I want to 
apologize for Janet and Mrs. Polzin. The 
money is there. It’s not missing. It was a 
mess. I apologize to the public. I guarantee 
you it will be OK at the end.” 

Treasurer Morgan, who was appointed 
treasurer after the death of Alan Bates, had 
served as a longtime trustee. In the August 
primary election, Morgan was running to 
be the Democratic candidate for treasurer 
and was beaten by newcomer Ken Bednark. 
She has filed as a write-in candidate for 
treasurer in the Nov 6 election.

Switching on the light 
over governmental waste 


To the Belleville, Van Buren, Sumpter Tri- 
Community: 

I despise government waste and expose 
negligence and malfeasance where it 
exists. Elected officials are obligated to 
Operate professionally, prudently, and 
transparently. 

In our Tri-Community, I became informed 
that in Sumpter Township, escrowed tax 
monies paid by mortgage companies to the 
township had not been applied to accounts 
by the Township Treasurer’s Office within 
the State’s required time frame. Due to 
the volume of the backlog, it was possible 
that reporting of such tax revenues might 
not occur by Wayne County’s Sept. 14, 
2018 deadline. Some implications of this 
“oversight” include residents being saddled 
with the county’s late payment fines and 
any interest due. This was discussed at 
the township’s board meeting held Sept. 
11 and referenced in the Belleville-Area 
Independent’s editorial page, dated Sept. 
13. 

Keeping each of the governments in the 
three municipalities healthy -- Belleville, 
Van Buren and Sumpter -- is integral to the 
overall health of our vibrant tri-community. 

Citizens’ complacency is the vehicle 
by which incompetent government 
officials transform healthy governments 
into troubled ones. Nip a departmental 
problem in the bud to reduce damage 
to the whole organization and to reduce 
expenses relative to recovery. Recovery 
has costs. Avoid emergency management 
as it is very expensive. Residents entrust 
elected officials with the responsibility 
of safeguarding and using tax revenues 
efficiently. Michigan law is specific 
regarding municipal financial management 
and the responsibilities of a Township 
Treasurer’s Office. Violations CANNOT 
be tolerated. 

Tax revenues not applied to accounts 
within prescribed time frames is a 
symptom of deeper structural problems. 
Other issues carry legal implications, 
such as not properly bonding employees. 
A lack of educated leadership may be an 
issue. It is incumbent upon every elected 
official to become educated, to lead their 
departments (if applicable) and to be 
present, accountable and transparent. 

Cleaning up several public sector messes 


has fueled my life-long commitment of 
exposing municipal waste and negligence. 
One organization (a regional library 
cooperative) did not survive the damage of 
malfeasance and embezzlement. In another, 
it took countless hours and intensely 
working with two auditing firms over the 
course of 2-1/2 years to correct. A couple 
of troubled non-profits rendered more 
experience for me. In each case, a lack of 
attentive leadership and oversight caused 
added expenses for the organization, which 
stretched and compromised tight budgets. 

Is exposure uncomfortable? Absolutely. 
Does is make some people angry? Good -- 
it should. 

There’s a pattern which often surfaces with 
offenders. First, they deny that a problem 
exists. Secondly, they blame everyone 
else (staff, previous administrations, etc.). 
When denial is no longer an option and 
blaming others is not plausible, the offender 
resorts to character assassination -- of the 
messenger, their peers demanding answers, 
the dog down the street. The honorable 
thing to do is to admit guilt, apologize 
where need to be and to delineate a plan 
for clean-up, recovery and preventions. 
“Sweeping it under the rug” is the worst 
possible action as it serves to foster future 
indiscretions. 

No, I am not currently seeking any 
municipal job. Also, if you need more 
information, investigate and find it. 
Expecting all answers to be in a Facebook 
post is silly and lazy. 

I remain dedicated to switching on the 
light over governmental waste, wherever it 
may be.

have to be put in. “It’s a big can of worms,” 
he said, noting the county would have to put 
in the drainage. 

“Every time there’s a rain event, there’s 
standing water there,” Rutherford said. 

Jones said a sidewalk is supposed to be 
above road grade. 

He said if the city council wants the planning 
commission to tweak the sidewalk ordinance 
they can refer it to the commission. 

Priest said he went over the problems with 
the sidewalks with the city council in May 
and they said maybe the ordinance should be 
tweaked. 

Kollmeyer said the city council said if 
you want to look at it, go ahead. But the 
commission needs an official request from 
the council. She said the commission has not 
had a meeting in three months because there 
was no need. 

“We are powerless,” Jones said. “We want 
to know what the problem is ... if they want 


it solved.” 

“And, it has to go to the attorney,” Kollmeyer 
said.

Keystone received the two awards at 
NHA’s 18th-annual Eagle Awards ceremony 
on July 16 in Grand Rapids. 

At the regular meeting of the Keystone 
school board on Sept. 13, Keystone 
Principal Keturah Godfrey showed off the 
trophies and the banner over the school’s 
entryway announcing the awards.

Godfrey said the school has had strong 
gains in reading and now they will focus on 
math. 

Fire in the boys’ room 

Principal Godfrey gave a report to the 
board on the fire in the middle school boys’ 
restroom on the fourth day of school. 

Godfrey said the fire alarm went off at 
about 11:50 a.m., Friday, Sept. 7, and the fire 
walls closed. The teachers kept the students 
in the classrooms until she could check on 
the source. She said she touched the door 
handle and it was warm, so she evacuated 
the school. 

“We dumped the school in a matter of 
minutes,” Godfrey said. She said the middle 
school was in the middle of lunch and the 
students walked out to their fire drill staging 
areas. 

There were 90 new Kindergarteners 
who had never practiced a fire drill and 
they just followed what the older students 
did, Godfrey said. There were vests and 
emergency back packs. 

They let the parents know there would be 
early dismissal and that was accomplished 
in two hours. The PTO came with water 
and the police and fire departments “were 
incredibly supportive.” 

Godfrey said the social media sites 
were loaded with positive reviews of the 
evacuation and “we are incredibly proud of 
how it worked.” 

She said the cause of the fire was still 
under investigation. 
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The sprinkler system caused some water 
damage in the boys’ restroom which seeped 
into the hallway and ran across into the 
room across the hall. The sprinklers only 
went off in the restroom. 

She said the restoration company arrived 
while parents were still picking up their 
students. She said fans were on all weekend 
and by Monday they were able to come back 
to school. 

She said there was minimal damage to 
the school. Godfrey said the fire department 
went into the restroom and picked up things 
so they wouldn’t be damaged. 

“People were impressed with how well 
it went,” said board secretary Connie Shull. 

Godfrey said the fire marshal is looking 
into an award for the middle school. And, 
she said, a group from Facebook would be 
providing lunch for teachers on Sept. 14. 

PTO member Geri Milton baked monster 
muffins to thank the fire department for its 
work and took them, by mistake, to the Van 
Buren Township Fire Department instead 
of the Sumpter Township fire fighters who 
were at the scene of the fire. After she 
learned of her error, she took the muffins to 
the Sumpter fire hall and then went home 
and baked another batch to take to the VBT 
Fire Department because she felt so bad. 
She said the same fire fighter was there on 
both of her visits. 

Dawn Bandy of the PTO baked brownies 
and cookies for the Sumpter police officers 
to thank them for their efforts.

is not unusual in the summer and fall and 
has been appearing in a growing number 
of Michigan lakes. People should be on the 
lookout for the presence of visible algae or 
scums on any lake. 

Swallowing the water can make humans 
and animals feel sick. Limit swallowing 
lake water while swimming and keep 
children from playing with algae along the 
shoreline. Humans can have an allergic- 
type reaction to the algae when it contacts 
their skin. If you need to enter the water 
where algae is present, rinse off afterwards. 
Dogs which come in contact with lake 
water should be rinsed off as well. 

The county advises swallowing large 
amounts of water containing cyanotoxins 
while swimming, wading or playing in 
the water may cause flu-like symptoms, 
gastrointestinal illness, or neurotoxic 
symptoms. These may include abdominal 
pain, vomiting, diarrhea, weakness, 
numbness, headaches, dizziness, or 
difficulty breathing. Swallowing large 
amounts of cyanotoxins can harm the liver 
or kidneys. 

The MDEQ plans additional testing 
during the week of Sept. 17. 

If adults, children, or animals become sick 
after contact, call a doctor or veterinarian.

7100, the State of Michigan Health and 
Human Services at 1-800-648-6942, or the 
MDEQ Environmental Assistance Center

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New York man accused in stabbing 
death located in Belleville 


A Syracuse, NY, man accused of stabbing 
a man to death on the Fourth of July at 
Oneida Shores Park, New York, and fleeing 
the scene shortly thereafter was located in 
Belleville. 

The Onondaga County Sheriff’s Office 
said Joe Washington, 24, was transported 
back to Syracuse and arraigned Sept. 13 
on charges of second-degree murder and 
criminal possession of a weapon. He is 
being held without bond at the Onondaga 
County Justice Center. 

Washington is accused of stabbing 
26-year-old Maurice Crawford during an 
altercation while they were attending a 
gathering. Crawford was taken by a private 
vehicle to a hospital where he died a short 
time later, officials said. 

Detectives identified Washington as a 


suspect after spending the past two months 
conducting interviews with witnesses and 
analyzing the evidence. 

Washington was located in early 
September in Belleville, where he was 
arrested on an unrelated warrant with 
the help of the Onondaga County Crime 
Analysis Center and the United States 
Marshals Service Regional Fugitive Task 
Forces, both in Syracuse and in Michigan.
